Mexico City, Nov. 4.—President Hu­ 
erta has been told he must resign the 
presidency of Mexico, without loss of 
time, and he must not leave as his 
successor 
General 
Aureliano 
Blan- 
Quet, his minister of war, or any oth­ 
er member of his official family, or 
of the unofficial coterie whom he might 
be expected to control. 
The ultimatum 
from W ashington 
was conveyed to 
President H uerta 
through his private secretary, Senor 
Rabago, by Nelson O’Shaughnessy, the 
American charge d’affaires, acting un­ 
der instructions from the state de­ 
partm ent 
Senor Rabago presented the memo­ 
randum to his chief late Sunday, but 
President Huerta has returned no an­ 
swer and, as far as can be learned, 
has guarded its contents from almost 
all of his official and intimate coun­ 
selors. 


M ay Decline to Comply. 
Those who learned of the Washing­ 
ton note regard General H uerta’s po­ 
sition as one in which he will be 
forced to give one of two answers— 
refusal point blank to comply with 
the demand, possibly going so far as 
to hand the diplomatic representative 
his passports, or the elimination of 
himself officially. 
Those most intimate with the presi­ 
dent insist that the latter course will 
not be taken, for many reasons, chief 
among which is that such action wouid 
be tantam ount to submission to the 
rebels. 
Official Mexico is no longer in doubt 
that the Washington administration 
favors the rebel cause and is con­ 
vinced that this is the means adopted , 
by President Wilson and Secretary 
Bryan to assist Carranza to win. 


Reads Note to Diplomats. 
General Huerta summoned to the 
national palace the national diplomatic 
corps. 
At first the purpose of the 
meeting was not given out, but later 
the object was said to be the reading 
of the American note. 
Three of the ministers, those of Ger­ 
many, Norway and Russia, were ab­ 
sent. 
They have been in Vera Cruz, 
where they were in conference with 
President 
Wilson’s 
representative. 
John Lind, who is understood to be 
fully conversant with the latest rep­ 
resentations from Washington. 
Changes in the military situation 
throughout the country included, ac­ 
cording to the report, the advance of 
the rebels to attack Zacatecas, but the 
government believes that the garrison 
there is sufficiently strong to resist 
an attack successfully. 
Queretaro, capital of the state of 
the same name on the main line of 
the National railway south of San 
Luis Potosi, is surrounded by rebels 
and practically in a state of siege.

Mr. Cummins declared he had not 
discussed President Wilson in such a 
vein.. 
“I spoke of the office, not of the 
man,” he said. 
"I did severely criti­ 
cise the tendency of the executive to 
override the legislative branch of the 
government.” 
"Does the senator mean to repeat 
his comparison between Huerta and 
President Wilson?” demanded Sena­ 
tor Martine. 


Cum m ing Explains Utterance. 
“Of course, I did not say that," re­ 
turned Senator Cummins. 
“But I did 
say, and I will say again, that I would 
just as soon have my will as a mem­ 
ber of congress overcome by an armed 
soldier as by any.other influence from 
the executive. There is no difference.” 
Senators Owen and Williams defend­ 
ed the president, the former declaring 
that he occupied the White House 
with “more modesty than was usual.” 
Senator Williams declared that it 
“was slander and calumny” to say 
that the president had used patronage 
to influence legislation and challenged 
any senator to prove that charge. 
Speaker Clark issued a statem ent 
defending the president’s course and 
declaring there was no mystery about 
the making of the tarifT bill. 
“The president,” he said, “did his 
part; the house did its part; the sen­ 
ate did its part; we all stood together 
and worked together; we made the 
best tariff bill in half a century— 
hence these tears.”

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Washington, Nov. 4.—After years of 
vain endeavor of state authorities to 
tax foreign corporations doing busi­ 
ness within their borders Massachu­ 
setts has solved the problem. 
The 
supreme court sustained as constitu­ 
tional the Massachusetts foreign cor­ 
poration tax law of 1909, Chief Jus­ 
tice Pitney and Justices Van Deventer 
and Pitney dissenting. 
The decision was regarded by many 
who heard Justice Day deliver it as 
marking an epoch in state taxation. 
The Massachusetts law provides that 
every foreign corporation shall pay 
annually an excise tax of one-fiftieth 
of I per cent of its authorized stock. 
Justices Day, Holmes, McKenna, Lur- 
ton, Hughes and Lamar interpreted 
this to mean almost the same as the 
federal corporation tax law, which 
avoided previous 
errors by careful 
phraseology. 
They held 
that this 
meant a tax on the privilege of doing 
business within the state and not a 
tax on the corporation outside the 
state. 
No dissenting opinion was delivered. 
The 
dissenting 
members 
of 
the 
court are said to have held the case 
to 
be 
virtually identical 
with 
the 
W estern Union and Pullman case from 
Kansas, wherein a Kansas tax on for­ 
eign corporations was held unconsti­ 
tutional a few years ago.

on the part of the administration. 
The amendment voted into the bill 
by the committee before its adjourn­ 
ment Saturday by which the number 
of regional banks was reduced from 
twelve to four, even with the provision 
that at the end of two years the fed­ 
eral reserve board may increase the 
number to the original dozen, is not 
acceptable to the White House. 


Favor* House Provisions. 
The president has let it be known 
that the sections of the bill relating 
to subscriptions for capital stock in 
the new regional reserve banks must 
stand as passed by the house. 
He 
does not favor this stock being under* 
written by the national banks and 
subscribed for by the general public. 
The Glass bill provides that the 
stock must be subscribed for com­ 
pulsorily by the member banks of the 
projected system. 
The president explained his stead­ 
fast adherence to the Glass bill by 
saying that he was not standing on n 
pivot swinging to and fro on any legis­ 
lative proposition and that when he 
outlined a policy of procedure he did 
not mark it in chalk which might be 
rubbed out. 
It became known at the Capitol that 
the president will ask the lead-wz in 
the senate to insist on night sessions 
of the senate to begin as soon as the 
currency bill is reported and to con­ 
tinue until it is passed. 
The Repub­ 
licans probably will resist this pro- 
gram.

th e saloon of Pfianjki Bedarf, two m in­ 
ors, George Sylvester and Benny Bide 
were sold intoxicating liquor. 
Also that on o their occasions other 
minors have had no difficulty In se­ 
curing liquor. 
Also that 'from a ll sources of in­ 
formation I iliave (had (ait my command, 
I have come to the conclusion that 
m inors-are permitted! to frequent this 
saloon, contrary to law . 
I did not have this information at 
t'hle tim e the council granted a new 
liceuiae to Mr. Bedarf or I should have 
presented it to your body tat th at 
tim e.’' 
Mayor Henning tasked1 the council 
to take such action in the matter aa 
would be for th o good of th e city and 
assistance in the enforcement of the 
law in regard1 to the sale of liquor to 
minors. 
The affidavits submitted included 
those of Louis Paulson Martin Eide, 
Peter Benson land ohers. 
‘‘Six weeks ago,” said the mayor, 
‘‘I gave all saloon keepers notice to 
meet me at the city hall* and at that 
time, when practically every saloon 
keeper of th e city was 
present, I 
warned them thfatt the law prohibit­ 
ing th e sale of liquor to minora should 
be ob.-nned 'to itlhe letter. 
We have 
din Brainerd a (half a dozen boys who 
axe worthless fetid are dragging other 
boys down'. 
No liquor should be sold 
to them.” 
When a councilman suggested sub­ 
m itting the case to che county attor­ 
ney, Mr. Henning raid thut in one 
rase ti)at office had not giv'en the 
heartiest cooperation, the county at­ 
torney being engaged elsew here at 
the grand Jury session. 
In a subse­ 
quent ca se,'however, County Attorney 
Swanson had dome his best bo gat at 
the foundation of th e'trouble and find 
whist sa loon keepers had sold the m in­ 
ora liquor. 
The ccunoil ordered a hearing of 
the chargee for the next regular meet­ 
ing, November 17, Che saloon keeper 
affected being given notice «to atteaid. 
Wan. Nelson, secretary of the water 
and light bourd, called the attention 
of the council to section 138 of the 
city charter which provides that the 
city shall ow'a vinal operate a ll water 
and light meters.

St. Albans is an Ideal Spot for Sum­ 
mer Tourist and Hunters Find 
Game in Abundance 
G. Roy H ill, secretary of the Min­ 
neapolis Autom obile flu b , and a party 
of friends visited Crow W ing county 
recently, and so well impressed was 
he with condition® in this section 
thfeit he write® the follow ing for the 
Minneapolis Journal: 
To the uninitiated, d'uck-hu ating 
in northern Minnesota in an automo­ 
bile means not only the usual hard 
worik and grief attendant upon the 
quest for the feathered beauties, but 
an even greater bugbear looms up in 
the shape of rough and impassable 
roads and poor, to very poor hotel ac­ 
commodations. 
However, 
to 
those 
who venture there 
is in store 
for 
them a surprise indeed. 
We left for St. Albans, on Mille 
Lac, Garrison P. 0., Oct. 22, and It Is 
difficult now to recall (amy stretch of 
bad road over 200 feet in length and 
extrem ely few of these. 
After leav­ 
ing Robbinsdale the Osseo road for 
nearly the entire distance to Champ­ 
lin 
is 
a 
near-boulevard. 
From 
Champlin -to M onticello on the west 
side of the river through Dayton and 
Ostego the road® have been newly 
graveled and with the exception of 
one or two very short stretches are 
among the best clay gravelled roads 
in Minnesota. 
It was only a very few 
years ago that this road was practi­ 
cally im passable and the farmers who 
are responsible for It® building and 
upkeep are certainly deserving of a 
great deal of credit. 
We crossed the 
liver at .Monticello to the East River 
road, where we ran into the new 
roadbed that 
is being 
const m eted 
from Becker south 
to 
Big 
Lake. 
While In the earlier part of the sea­ 
son this road was almost impassable, 
It is now in fine condition, 
it is 
wide, well drained and with the ad­ 
dition of a few inches of gravel can 
be easily kepi in first-class shape* 
The road from this point into St. 
cloud is good to very good, and there 
isn t a place that will prevent one 
Loin going as fast as they wish. Out 
>f St. Cloud 
toward Royalton the 
road is ru tty in spots, occasioned by 
heavy loads of lumber, etc., but after 
a few mile® out we ran into the good 
prairie roads and these were very 
good into Royalton and beyond to 
L ittle Falls. 
From L ittle Falls to Brainerd the 
roads as a whole are batter than fair. 
They are rough for a few mile® out of 
Little Falls and then the old-fash­ 
ioned prairie trail is struck, which, 
while being a little sandy in places, 
enables you to travel at all times at 
not less than twenty-five mile® an 
hour. 
Just this side of Brainerd the 
county commissioners have construc­ 
ted a few milt® of wide, graded and 
ditched clay-grave I road. 
It was an 
agreeable surprise indeed to encount­ 
er a modern road' so far north from 
home and where we had beeu led to 
believe the good roads spirit had not 
as yet permeated. 
The mile or two 
before entering Brainerd is through 
rather heavy sandy, although 
not 
heavy enough to necessitate changing 
gears. 
Nearly a® soon as we saw the 
lights of Brainerd in the distance we 
were again on 
good 
hard 
going, 
which meant we were within the city 
lim its. 
Brainards streets 
are 
all 
wide, well graded and drained and 
would put to shame a number of the 
streets in our much larger cities. 
We had dinner at the New Hana­ 
ford and the meal was an exception­ 
ally good one, else 
our 
Appetites, 
sharpened by the afternoon ride made 
up for any deficiency in the culinary 
department. 
However, we had din­ 
ner there the following Sunday aud 
we were equally impressed with the 
good things to eat and the e Al cleat 
dining room service. 
We were somewhat fearful about 
starting inland 'to Garrison, lest the 
condition of the roads might prove 
our undoing. 
However, we were as­ 
sured that the roads were good and 
we started at 8 p. rn. with a full moon 
to guide us. 
For the 
first 
eight 
mile* ouit of Brainerd we ran over 
beautiful, wide 
clay-gravel 
road®, 
which we afterward understood had 
been built lu the last two years by 
the county commissioners, 
it 
wa® 
surely a treat, this beautiful road over 
swamps, through cuts and all run­ 
ning straight as a die 'through cut­ 
over country of the north where the 
giant pines had not long since ceased 
to reign supreme, 
From there on to 
our destination there were many ev­ 
idences of road work and the road 
from Brainerd to St, Albans ran eas­ 
ily be made without shifting a gear or 
running under twenty-five miles an 
hour. 
In many places 
along 
the 
route the road bisects sm all patches 
of second growth pine aud spruce 
and the moon shim m ering through 
the giant tops made a setting uot soon 
to be forgotten 
Arriving at Midland we ran into 
our first w intry blast from Mille Lac 
and I never expected to see a bright­ 
er or more 
beautiful 
moon 
than 
shown across that great expanse of 
water and seemed to accentuate the 
irregularity of 'fib® shore line along 
which nile road passed and shaped it 
into myriads of cavern® and pitfalls 
through which the wind seemed to 
howl and lap the great wave* into 
foam to be deposited into the giant 


recesses. 
The good host at St. Al­ 
bans, C. E. Barnard had the beacon 
light aglow land we were warmly wel­ 
comed. 
After stabling the “demon” 
and toasting our Shins, a bite to eat 
and off to reap the reward of a real 
automobile trip into Northern Min­ 
nesota. 
We found St. Albans, located at 
Garrison, on the shore of M ille Lac. 
to be a very .pleasant summ er resort. 
Boating, bathing, tennis, fishing and 
hunting in season. 
'While our bag 
consisted'of only fifty mallard® it was 
not because there was no more game 
there. 
Partridge wind chicken shoot­ 
ing was extrem ely good and the idea 
that we must go out of our own stale 
for real hunting is a mistajkte indeed. 
St. Albans has it® own farm which 
supplies its table with fresh vege­ 
tables eggs, milk, etc., and th e nates 
'aire reasonable. 
Tho proprietor Mr, 
Barnard, is a typical English host and 
the regret is that the day® spent at 
St. Alban® pass all too soon.

H enning tiled affidavits charging a 
saloon keeper with selling liquor to 
minors. 
In his communication the mayor 
said: 
“ I am herewith presenting to 
your body a number 
of 
affidavits 
showing tlhat on October l l Ii) 12, in 
•the saloon of Franik Bedarf, two min­ 
ors, George Sylvester 'and Benny Bide 
were sold intoxicating liquor. 
Also that on other occasions other 
m inors have had no difficulty in se­ 
curing liquor. 
Also that ifnorm all sources of in­ 
form ation I have'had lat my command, 
I have come to the conclusion th at 
m inors are perm itted 'to frequent Chis 
saloon, contrary to law. 
I did not have this inform ation at 
thle Hi me the council granted a new 
license to Mr. Bediarf or I should have 
presented it to your body a t th at 
tim e.” 
Mayor H enning tasked the council 
to take such action in the m atter as 
would be for th e good of th e city and 
assistance in th e enforcement of the 
law im regard to th e sale of liquor to 
minors. 
The affidavit® submitted included 
those of Louis Paulson M artin Bide, 
Peter Henson and ohers. 
“ Six weeks ago,” said the mayor, 
“ I gave all saloon keepers notice to 
meet me at the city hall* and at that 
time, when practically every saloon 
keeper of th e city was 
present, I 
warned them that the law prohibit­ 
in g 'the sale of liquor to minors should 
be observed 'to itlhe letter. 
We have 
in Brainerd a half a dozen boys who 
are won hies® land are dragging other 
boys down. 
No liquor should be sold 
to them .” 
When a councilman suggested sub­ 
m itting tin case to Che county atto r­ 
ney, Mr. Henning said that in one 
case thai office had not given the 
heartiest cooperation, the county at­ 
torney being engaged elsewhere at 
the1 grand jury session. 
In a subse­ 
quent case,'however, County Attorney 
Swanson had dome his best to gat at 
the foundation of the trouble and find 
wheat saloonkeepers had sold the min­ 
ors liquor. 
The Cs. un oil ordered a hearing of 
the charge® for t he next regular meet­ 
ing, November 17, bite saloon keeper 
affected being given no thee lo attend.

St. Albans is an Ideal Spot for Sum­ 
mer Tourist and Hunters Find 
Game in Abundance 
G, Roy Hill, secretary of the Min­ 
neapolis Automobile Club, and a party 
of friends visited Crow Wing county 
recently, and so well impressed was 
he with conditione in this section 
th at he writ es the following for the 
Minneapolis Journal: 
To the uninitiated, duck-hunting 
in northern Minnesota in an automo­ 
bile means not only the usual hard 
wortk and grief attendant upon the 
uuest for the feathered beauties, but 
an even greater bugbear looms up in 
the shape of rough and impassable 
roads and poor, to very poor hotel ac­ 
commodations. 
However, 
to 
those 
who venture there 
is lu store 
for 
them a surprise indeed. 
We left for St. Albans, on Mille 
Lac, Garrison P. O., Oct. 22, and it is 
difficult now to recall 'amy stretch of 
bad road over 200 feet in length and 
extrem ely few of these. 
After leav­ 
ing Robbinsdale the Osseo road for 
nearly the entire distance to Champ­ 
lin 
is 
a 
near-boulevard. 
From 
Champlin to Monticello on the west 
side of the river through Dayton and 
Oswego the roads have been newly 
graveled and with the exception of 
one or two very short stretches are 
among the best clay gravelled roads 
in Minnesota. 
It was only a very few 
years ago that this road was practi­ 
cally impassable and the farm ers who 
are responsible for its building and 
upfoteep are certainly deserving of a 
great deal of credit. 
We crossed the 
liver at Monticello to the East River 
road, where we ran into the new 
roadbed that 
is being 
constructed 
from Becker south 
to 
Big 
Lake. 
While in the earlier pa*rt of the sea­ 
son this road was almost impassable, 
it is now in fine condition. 
It is 
wide, well drained and with the ad­ 
dition of a few inches of gravel can 
be easily kept in first-class shape. 
The road from this point into St. 
( loud is good to very good, and there 
isn t a place that will prevent one 
from going as fast as they wish. Out 
of St. Cloud toward Royalton the 
road is rutty in spots, occasioned by 
heavy loads of lumber, etc., but after 
a few miles out we ran into the good 
prairie roads aud these were very 
good into Royalton and beyond to 
L ittle Falls. 
From Little Falls to Brainerd the 
roads as a whole are better than fair. 
They are rough for a few miles out of 
L ittle Falls and then the old-fash­ 
ioned prairie trail is struck, which, 
while being a little sandy in places, 
enables you to travel a t all times at 
not less than twenty-five miles an 
hour. 
Just this side of Brainerd the 
county commissioners have construc­ 
ted a few mile® of wide, graded and 
ditched clay-gravel road. 
It was an 
agreeable surprise indeed to encount- 
) bt a modern road' so far north from 
home aud where we* had been led to 
believe the good roads spirit had not 
as yet permeated. 
The mile or two 
before entering Brainerd Is through 
rather heavy sandy, although not 
heavy enough to necessitate changing 
gears. 
Nearly a® soon as we saw the 
lights of Brainerd in the distance we 
were again on 
good 
hard 
going, 
which meant we were w ithin the city 
limits. 
Braiuerd’s streets 
are 
all 
wide, well graded land drained and 
would put to shame a number of th e 
street® in our much larger cities. 
We had dinner at the New Rans- 
ford aud the meal was an exception­ 
ally good one, else 
our 
appetites, 
sharpened by the afternoon ride made 
up for any deficiency in the culinary 
departm ent. 
However, we had din­ 
ner there the following Sunday aud 
we were equally impressed w'ith the 
good things to eat and the efficient 
dining room service. 
We were somewhat fearful about 
startin g inland to Garrison, lest the 
condition of the roads might prove 
our undoing. 
However, we were as­ 
sured that the. roads were good and 
we started at 8 p. rn. w ith a full moon 
to guide us. 
For the 
first 
eight 
miles out of Brainerd we ran over 
beautiful, w'ide 
cLay-gravel 
road®, 
which we afterw ard understood had 
beten built in the last two years by 
the county commissioners. 
It 
was 
surely a treat, this beautiful road over 
swamps, through cuts and all ru n ­ 
ning straight a® a die through cut- 
over country of the north where the 
giant pines had not long since cea®ed 
to reign supreme. 
From there on to 
our destination there w e many ev­ 
idences of road work and the road 
from Brainerd to 9t. Albans can eas­ 
ily be made without shifting a gear or 
running under twenty-five miles an 
hour. 
In many places 
along 
the 
comte th e road bisects small patches 
of second growth pine and spruce 
and the moon shim m ering through 
the giant tops made a setting not soon 
to be forgotten. 
A rriving at Midland we ran into 
our first wintry blast from Mille Lac 
and I never expected to see a bright­ 
er or more 
beautiful 
moon 
than 
shown across th a t great expanse of 
w ater and seemed to accentuate the 
irtnegulariitiy af th e asthore line along 
which abe road passed and shaped it 
into myriads of caverns and pitfalls 
through which the wind seemed to 
howl and lap the great waves into 


recesses. 
The good host at St. Al­ 
bans. C. E. Barnard had the beacon 
light aglow and we were warmly wel­ 
comed. 
After stabling the “ demon” 
and toasting our Shins, a bite to eat 
and ofT to reap the reward of a real 
automobile trip Into N orthern Min­ 
nesota. 
We found St. Albans, located at 
Garrison, on th e shore of Mille Lac, 
to be a very pleasant summer resort. 
Boating, Imthing, tennis, fishing and 
hunting in season. 
While our bag 
consisted of only fifty m allards it was 
not because there was no more game 
there. 
Partridge taind chicken shoot­ 
ing was extremely good and the idea 
that we nui6t go out of our own state 
for real hunting is a mistajkte indeed. 
St. Albans has its own farm which 
supplies its table with fresh vege­ 
tables eggs, milk, etc., and th e rate® 
are reasonable'. 
The proprietor Mr. 
Barnard, is a typical English host and 
the regret is that the day® spent at 
St. Albans pass all too soon.
